Samples  of  v/ater  from  the  Town  Supply  have  been  Analized 
from  the  source  and  from  Taps.,  and  the  Gertificate  of 
Analysis  proves  the  Water  to  be  pure  and  v/holesomej  and 
suitable  for  drinking  and  all  purposes  of  a Public  Supply. 

The , quant ity  of  water  available  has  proved  to  be  efficient 
at  all  times.

No  new  connections  to  Sev/ers  have  been  made. 

With  the  exception  of  few  minor  blockages,  all  Sev'ers 
end  the  Sewerage  Plant  have  been  working  efficiently.
